Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation "at least two" layers does not have support in the specification. The only discussion of a single 
layer curing into multiple layers is at page 10 of the specification. However, this only descirbes curing into an inner hardened shell, an 
intermediate structural and insulative core, and an outer bonding layer. The disclosure of this embodiment does not support a strcutrue 
curing into only two layers or more than three layers, as encompassed by the limitation "at least two".
